There was no blood-letting and 
there were no skirmishes outside 
the big school, ringed today as it 
was yesterday with steel-helmet- 
ed, bayonet-ready Army regulars 
Students coming out of classes re­ 
ported no disturbances inside. 
President Eisenhower federal­ 
ized the National Guard Tuesday 
and sent the 101st Airborne Divi­ 
sion of seasoned regulars into 
Little Rock. The paratroopers and 
the federalized National Guard 
have alternated in policing the 
school area, the regulars during 
crucial daylight hour^. 


Attendance Increases 


The nine Negro youngsters re­ 
portedly had no difficulty in class 
yesterday. U S. troops were used 
to enforce integration by shep­ 
herding the Negroes into and out 
of the school and guarding them 
inside.

Three top Johns Hopkins doctors 
agreed today that if you catch 
Asian flu, you won t feel much 
differently than you did with the 
flu you had last year or the year 
beiore. 
The three physicians made the 
statements at a voluntary press 
conference to clear up contusion 
on the new virus* characteristics 
and possible results. 
Here are some of the opinions 
they voiced: 
Asian flu is not serious, except 
that a lot of people will catch it. 
It will cause more concern to 
a business firm than an individual 
because of the number of employ­ 
es who might be affected at the 
same time. 
A guess is that about one per­ 
son in IO will catch it. 
The discase normally lasts from 
two days to a week. The fever 
accompanying it usually rises only 
to TOI degrees.

Hearings Conducted By Juvenile Court Show Decrease During Past Month 


A total of 68 person? received 
hearings in Juvenile Court during 
August, according to figures re­ 
leased yesterday by John Jef­ 
fries. probation officer. 
Of the 68 a total of 30 were 
adults and 38 were minors. This 
total is a decrease of seven from 
the previous month. 
The classification of cases be­ 
fore the court included 24 delin­ 


quent juveniles and 14 juvenile 
custody hearings. 
Five adults were fried for con 
tributing to the delinquency of 
minors, four for neglect, one for 
uniform support and 20 for non­ 
support. 
The reasons for 
referral 
of 
juveniles before the court includ­ 
ed one automobile theft, three 
being ungovernable, two breaking 
and enterings, three chronic run­ 


aways. four disorderly conduct 
cases, six sex offenses and four 
motor vehicle violations.

The Labor-lndustry 
Wage-Price Debate 


Labor and em ployers have just exchanged 
new broadsides in the debate over who is respon- 
sible far leapfrogging factors in living costs. 


In a statem ent entitled “W ages and Prices” 
organized 
labor attem pts to credit America s 
present 
econom ic 
strength 
to 
“high. 
rising 
w ages” which, it says, “have helped build our 
national prosperity.” Asserting A m erican wage 
and salary earners are more productive each 
year, labor contends they 
need rising incom e 
to buy the rising volum e of goods oroduced by 
A m erica’s factories and farms “ America's basic 
industries, in the eyes of labor, “can do ?. far 
better job of absorbing additional costs of shar­ 
ing savings with em ployes and consum ers 
There is no reason why each wage increase in 
these basic industries must be passed along in 
the form of greatly higher prices.” 


On the other side o' the econom ic line-up, 
a statem ent circulated by the National Associa­ 
tion of Manufacturers lays the blame for the 
current inflationary push on rising labor costs 
and the continuing tax burden. 
Not a single 
group in American industry “showed any im­ 
provem ent in its after tax margin between 1948 
and 1956 ” 
Instead, the average of profits in 
ratio to sales dropped from 4 9 per cent in 1948 
to 3.1 per cent in 1956. 
It contends that in­ 
dividual producers must be protected against 
industry-wide patterns for wage dem ands insist­ 
ed on by labor leaders. 
The average man, sitting on th e sidelines, 
knows that he is the goat. And th e person on 
fixed incom e who finds that his dollars buy less 
while his dividends do not increase w ill be in­ 
clined to think the labor pleaders protest too 
much.

Commemorating Civil War 


A joint resolution has been passed by the recent 
session of the 85th Congress establishing a commission 
to com m em orate the hundredth anniversary of the 
Civil War. The preamble of this joint resolution, em ­ 
ploying the stilted language that Congress and sim i­ 
lar bodies tind necessary for the promulgation of their 
thoughts, in effect acknowledges that such a war did 
take place between 1861 and 1865. and is definitely 
described as the "American Civil War ’ and makes no 
compromise such as the phrase, the “ War Between the 
States.” 


The resolution stale* that the Civil War v t* 
“ the greatest Internal crisis through which this 
Nation passed, forged the unity of this country and 
the sons of both North and South have subsequently 
fought side bv side for human freedom, justice, and 
the dignity of the individual among people every­ 
where , . .** 


Ninety-two years ago. the Civil W ar ended 
It was 
fought, over the constitutional issu* as to whether a 
state may or may not secede from the Union 
The 
Constitution is not clear about that, hut the issue was 
settled by force of arm*. 
Behind the constitutional 
issue of secession were the economic and social issues 
of Negro slavery. The South had built a magnificent 
and cultured society based on slave labor. There were 
also elem ents among the whites who farm ed land but 
who could not compete with Negro slavery. Agricultur­ 
ally the South was reduced to two m ajor crops, cotton 
and tobacco, both of which were merchandized in the 
North and in England. 


Into this picture cam e the personality of Abra­ 
ham Lincoln, a mild, kindly person who would h a v e 
found a middle course if there were one.1 Unfor­ 
tunately, on either side the radicals won Ihe day 
and the constitutional issue had to he fought in a 
wicked war. 
The result was that it I* altogether 
H ear that no state m ay secede from the Union. 
After brutal impoverishment af the South, that p^rt 
of the United States recovered and is today becom ­ 
ing highly industrialized. 
But the Negro question 
has not been settled. 


During the passage of 92 years, the Negro has 
changed in many ways. 
In the first place, he no 
longer lives in the South alone but is ubiquitous. Prob­ 
ably the largest concentration of Negroes is in such 
Northern cities as New York. Chicago and Philadel­ 
phia. Secondly, large numbers of Negroes, three gen­ 
erations or more removed from slavery, have become 
educated and hold im portant positions in all walks of 
life. 
Some have become successful businessmen, A 
very large number of Negroes have passed into the 
white population, establishing the sociological fact that 
there is m ore concupiscence between Negroes and 
whites than is generally recognized. 
In the North, 
there has been considerable lawful interm arriage be­ 
tween whites and Negroes. In the am usem ent profes­ 
sions some of the leading figures are Negroes and 
they am ass great wealth. 
All these factors have played a significant part in 
the sociological changes that have taken place during 
the past 92 years and which now are heading into a 
climax. It is notable that in the year 1957 two such 
events should have occurred as the passage of a joint 
resolution to celebrate the centenary of the Civil War, 
and that Governor Orval Faubus of Arkansas should 
he held in contempt of court because of what was 
regarded as a rejection of the court s order to inte­ 
grate the Little Rock school system. 


F&ubus does not descend from the Southern 
aristocracy. 
He com es from that class of white 
farm ers who remained poor. In his youth he was 
beyond doubt a radical who attended C om m on­ 
wealth College which w as run by Communists to 
train Communists. He w as always a poor person, 
with 
sym pathy for the underdog of whom 
the 
Arkansas Negro is undoubtedly one. 
In fact, in 
1954, when he ran for governor, he had to depend 
upon the Negro vote in Arkansas. 


Faubus could not have risen to be governor of his 
*iate. in view of his lowly origin and his lack of 
advantages, without ability. Whether favorably or un­ 
favorably viewed, his attitude in Little Rock has made 
him a national figure and a hero among proletarian 
elements in the South. 
This could lead tp further 
political developments for Faubus. 
To return to the joint resolution, it all only proves 
how much longer it takes to solve a social than a con­ 
stitutional problem. We can pass a law by a majority 
vote, but it is more difficult to change human beings.

President Once Said He Wouldst Use Troops 


WASHINGTON—Has President 
Eisenhower unwittingly violated 
the Constitution of the United 
States? 
lf the statute on which he is 
basing his action in ordering fed­ 
eral troops into Arkansas — a 
law passed during the tragic days 
of Reconstruction — is constitu­ 
tional. which is highly doubtful, 
and if the Supreme Court of the 
United States, which has never 
passed upon its validity, should 
uphold it, then Mr. Eisenhower. 
will be vindicated. TJut any such 
decision would at the sam e tim e 
be telling the world that Am er­ 
ica has given the powers of dic­ 
tatorship to a President who at 
any tim e without any check — 
except impeachment and subse­ 
quent rem oval from office — m ay 
order out the troops to do any­ 
thing he 
wishes 
the 
m ilitary 
torces to do. 
For. while the statute which 
the 
President's 
proclam ation 
cites as his authority to ignore 
the government of any state at 
any tim e and force com pliance 
with any court orders irrespec­ 
tive of their merit was passed in 
1871. it has never been used by 
any Chief Executive of the Unit­ 
ed States for the purpose set 
forth by Mr. Eisenhower.

Today, there is no federal law 
forbidding segregation. The 1871 
statute on which the President 
is relying declares that the ex­ 
ecutive can use troops on his own 
initiative whenever the "laws of 
the United States" cannot be en­ 
forced. 


What evidence is

the order of a lower court judge 
was based on any valid law?

The Causes And Hazards Of Air Pollution

Several devices have been de­ 
veloped to minimize the escape 
of gases and dust from factories. 
Many 
of these 
processes 
are 
highly technical and costly but 
we know no other way to m ini­ 
mize industrial air pollution. 
Automobile fumes are another 
potent 
source of air pollution. 
In Los Angeles, this is a bigger 
problem than in other cities be­ 
cause there is no ranid transit 
system ; over 24 million autos 
are in use and 168,000 use a 
single freeway daily. 


Seven per cent of the gasoline 
put 
into 
automobiles 
c o m e s 
through the exhaust pipe unburn­ 


ed. These fumes, plus those com­ 
ing from refineries, add up to 
more than 2.000 tons of hydro­ 
carbon and other organic m ater­ 
ial daily. Such chemicals, as well 
as sulphur, nitrogen containing 
compounds, 
arsenic, 
lead, 
and 
others constitute a m ajor health 
menace. 
Ten years ago smog in Los 
Angeles was the butt of many 
jokes by radio comedians. The

Smog is due to the growth of 
our industries, motor pools, and 
our greater use of heating facili­ 
ties. 
The 
housewife 
has

kicking for years about the dirt 
but recently the problem has ex­ 
tended beyond her domain. Smog 
irritates eyes, nose, throat, and 
lungs; many individuals become 
depressed by the pall and are 
unable to work until it lifts. 
In some areas', the chemicals 
are toxic they kill crops 
and 
vegetation; severe pollution has 
poisoned cattle and humans. In 
1952 . 3,000 persons died in Lon­ 
don from smog. There was no 
breeze and the polluted air re­ 
mained over the city. We never 
know when weather conditions of 
this kind will occur again, bring­ 
ing a sim ilar catastrophe. 


Repeated exposure irritates the 
lungs, causing chronic bronchitis. 
Many medical authorities believe 
that lung cancer may result from 
continued 
air 
pollution. 
Physi­ 
cians in Los Angeles recognize 
poisoning from smog whenever 
the patienl complains of irritation 
of the eyes and respiratory tract 
along with chest pain, shortness 
of breath, and nausea. 
Victims of respiratory disease, 
heart trouble, anxiety, or allergy 
are m ore susceptible. The sam e 
can b*> said of the aged. People 
in these categories are advised

Embassy is surrounded by a high 
brick wall. 
Its door is protected 
by steel bars, as a penitentiary.

Later a cache of Czechoslovak 
arm s was found in the Jordanian 
village of Rarntha. near the Syr­ 
ian border.

Syria, told me: "Syria and Egypt 
will unite much quicker than you 
think.” 
This is the official policy of 
Syria — union with Egypt — as a 
step toward a union d r all the 
Arab states. 
Union, 
however, 
is 
difficult 
when two nations have no com ­ 
mon borders, are separated by 
sea and desert. 
The only way 
Egypt and Syria could achieve 
a common border is by annexing 
Jordan, which extends from Syr­ 
ia in the north to the Gulf of 
Aqaba in the south. True, a thin 
finger of Israel lies between Jo r­ 
dan and Egypt at Elat, head of 
the Gulf. 
But this thin strip of Israel is 
recognized by neither Egypt nor 
Syria and almost certainly would 
he an object of attack if Syria 
swallowed Jordan. 
In fact, Syria 
has an ancient claim that her 
borders extend all the way to El 
Arish 
on 
the 
Egyptian-lsraeli 
border. 
That, however, is one key to 
the importance of Jordan.

also the key to the enforceability 
of the Eisenhower Doctrine.

if Egypt and Syria do move a- 
gainst Jordan it will be by sub­ 
version inside the country — not 
covered by the Ike-Doctrine but 
just as dangerous to American 
interests, to Israel and the oil- 
rich Arabian peninsula.

LITTLE ROCK, < INS' - If you 
were a puzzled white student reg­ 
istered and present in Central 
High School, here in this troubled 
% wn on the day the nine Negro 
kids were forcibly integrated, yon 
would have heard a general speak 
as few military m er have before 
him. 
He was a 47-year-old two-star 
officer named Edwin A Walker 
. . . West Point 31 . . . Aleutians 
. . . Italy . . . France . . . Ger­ 
many . . . Korea. He trained 
Rangers in how to break a neck. 
This day he tried to train children 
in how to save necks, including 
perhaps their own. 
“The 
Fourteenth 
Amendment 
to the Constitution of the United 
States," he began, while the Ne­ 
gro students neared the school, 
"guarantees to all citizens the 
equal protection of the laws. 
"Since 
the 
adoption 
of 
this 
Amendment, many states have 
provided 
separate 
schools 
tor 
their children on the basis of col­ 
or. The laws establishing such 
schools have, however been chal­ 
lenged in the courts; and about 
three years 
ago the Supreme 
Court of the United States deter­ 
mined that such laws are con­ 
trary to the provisions of the 
Fourteenth Amendment and con­ 
sequently invalid. 
"This decision by the highest 
court in the land is, of course. 
an authoritative interpretation of 
our Constitution, is binding on all 
citizens and governm ent officers, 
both state and federal, and may 
not. under our law, be changed 
except by an Amendment to the 
Constitution.” 
He m easured his audience as 
he might a regim ent. But this 
day he was father, explaining the 
law rather than laying it down. 
"Because of tile S u p r e m e 
C ourts decision,” he went on. 
“ it became necessary 
for those 
states maintaining s e p a r a t e 
schools to revise their system s to 
eliminate distinctions on the ba­ 
sis of color, the nature of this 
plan was left to the states and 
local communities, subject to ap­ 
proval by the local federal dis­ 
trict courts. 
"The Little Rock School Dis­ 
trict prepared such a plan which 
was approved by both the district 
court and circuit court of ap­ 
peals. This plan provides for a 
very gradual abandonment of the 


separate school system starting 
this year. 
"Subsequent to the approval of 
this plan, attem pts were m ad* 
in courts to prevent the school 
authorities from putting it into 
effect. I need not go into the de­ 
tails of this litigation; sufficient 
to say, it was unsuccessful, and 
that the plan as originally ap­ 
proved remains unchanged and 
in full force and effect. 
"During the past few weeks, as 
you are well aware, the situation 
in Little Rock has been such as 
to prevent the entrance of a few 
students into your high school. 
Therefore, to see that the laws of 
the land be faithfully executed, 
the President has found it neces­ 
sary to call the national guard of 
Arkansas into the federal service 
and has directed that this force 
and such other arm ed forces as 
may be made available be used 
to enforce the orders of the court. 
As an officer of the United State* 
Army, 
I have been chosen to 
command these forces and to 
execute the President's orders." 
“ We |»re governed by laws, the 
officer said, "and not by the de­ 
crees of one man or one class of 
m en.” He said there was nothing 
to tear from his soldiers, but left 
the strong impression that he 
would not and could not tolerate 
interference with what he had 
been charged with doing 
There were mixed reports about 
the reception he received at the 
conclusion of the lecture. Some 
students said there was a "rising 
ovation,” a girl said she had been 
bored by it and the applause was 
perfunctory. 
His presence in Little Rock is 
a source of great em barrassm ent 
t«. many here in the capita, of the 
state. How would you like your 
own town, or a portion of it, 
placed under the control of the 
Feds? Not much. I U bet you. 
Nor does the average man in the 
lh 1st Airborne Division relish his 
job, though a few of them seemed 
to throw their weight around a 
bit unduly the first day on the 
lob. W alker's great contribution, 
the future may show, is that he 
embodies discipline, typifies the 
conformist to such a degree that 
his example could conceivably 
become epidemic, even in a re­ 
gion that generally wants integra­ 
tion as little as the rock of the 
sam e name.

DAWSON — The 1,800-pound 
church hell which peals forth 
every Sunday morning from 
the belfry of Dawson Metho­ 
dist Church is older than the 
church itself.
